The conduct of the Governor of PensiicoU 
was not lets marked by a dlspjiition of on 
mily to the United States and by an utter 
disregard to Ihe obllgationi of the treaty, 
by w'lich he wat bound to realrain by force 
the Indians fnm liostililiea tgainst them.— 
When called upon to vindicate the territo¬ 
rial right! and authority of Spain; by the de 
slsuction of the negro fort, bis predocrtior 
had declared it to be not leia annoying and 
ptmieiousto the Spanish subjects In Flori¬ 
da, than to the United Stales; but had plea¬ 
ded lua inability to subdue it. ||e himself, 
had expressed his apprehensions that Fort 
St Marks would be forcibly taken by the 
savages, from its Spanish gatriton; yet, at 
the same lime, he had refuted the patiage 
up the Fltcambia river, unleiaupon the pay¬ 
ment of exeotsive duilev, fo pcatviaioaa des¬ 
tined as tupplira to the Aroerloan army, 
w-hicb, by the detention of them, was aub- 
jected to the most diitretsing privations.— 

He had permitted free ingress tnd ingress at 
Punsscois to the avowed savage enemlct of 
the Unitad States. Supplies of ammunition, 
muiiitiont of war, and provisions had been 
received by them from these. They had 
been received and sheltered (here, from (he 
pursuit of the American forces, and suffered 
again to sally thence, to enter upon the 
American territoy and commit new mur¬ 
ders. Finally, on the approach of Generil 
Jiikion to Fensscolt, the Governor sent 
him a letter, denouncing hit entry upon the 
territory ofFlorids, as a vioirnt outrage upon 
tbe rights of Spain, commanding him to de¬ 
part and withdraw from the time, and threat¬ 
ening, in paie of his non compliance, to em¬ 
ploy force to expel him. 

tt became therefore, in the opinion of Gen 
Jackion, inditpentably iiecettary to lake 
from the Governor of Pcnitcola the means 
of carrying hi* threat into execution. Be 
fora the forcra under his commaad, the sa< 
vage enemet of hit country had disappeared 
But he knew that the moment those loreea 
should be disbanded, if sheltered by Span 
ish fortieses, if furnished with ammunition 
and supplies by Spanish oBcers, snd if aided 
and^iipported by the instigation of Spanish 
encouragement, as he had every reason to 
expect ibete would be, they would re-appear 
aril fired, in addition to their ordinary fe 
rocioutneis, will; revenge for the chestiie- 
ment they had to recently received, would 
again rulli with the war hatchet and the 
scalping knife, into the bordere of the Uni¬ 
ted States, and msik every footstep with Ihe 
blood of their defenceless citixens. So far 
as all the native resources of the ssvages ex¬ 
tended, the wir was st an an end. and Gen¬ 
eral Jackson was shout to restore to their 
families and their homes, the brave volun 
teeri who had followed hit atandard. and 
who had constituted tbe principal part of 
his force. Thia could be done with safety i 
leaving the regular pot lion ofhittroopa to 
garriion hit line of forts, and two small de- 
lachmenti of volunteer calvary, to scour the 
country round Penaacola, and (weep off Ihe 
lurking remnant of savages who had been 
tcaltered and dispersed before him. This 
was sufficient to keep in cheek the remnant 
of the banditti, iminst whom be had mir. 
ched, so long at lliey should be deilitude of 
other aid and support. It was in his judg- 
Aent, not sufficient if they should be suff¬ 
ered to rally their numbers under the pro¬ 
tection of Spanish forts, and to drive new 
strength from the iroport.ince of tlie ill will 
against the United Slates of the Spanish 
liuthoritiea. I 

lie took posseiiion, therefore, of Penta-1 
cola, and of the fort of Il»rranea*, as he had 
done at St. Marks, not in a spirit of hoatility 
to Spain, but aa a necessary measure of self- 
defence; giving notice that they should be 
restored whenever Spain should place com¬ 
manders and a force there, able and willing 
ements of Spain towards 


thrm, and furniibing them with luppiiei for 
carrying on such bostilitlea. Tbe officer in 
oi>mmtnd immediately before Gen. Jackson, 
was therefore specially instructed to respect, 
at far p* asible, tlio Spanish authority, where¬ 
ver it wa* maintained; and copies of these 
orders were furaishadto Oeo.

what were their purpoiei. That Arhuthnot 
was not only the tucceisor of Nicholls, and 
Amhritter (lie agent of Wnodbinr; and Ihe 
fsubiltern of H’Gregor, Mr. Pixarro quali¬ 
fies Gen- Jackson's necessary pursuit of a 
savage enemy beyond Ihe Spanish Florida 
line, at a "shameful invasion of his Majesty's 
territory”—yet, that territory was the ter¬ 
ritory also of the savage enemy, and Spain 
was bound to restrain them, by force, from 
hostilities against thr United -lates—and it 
was the fhilure of Sptib to fulfil this engage¬ 
ment, which hid made it ncc'$>ary tor .Gen. 
.fsokion to pursue the savages across the 
line. 

Let us come to (he case of Amhritter— 
lie was taken in arms; leading and comman¬ 
ding the Indians, in the «-sr against the 
American troops; and to that charge, upon 
hi* trial, pleading guilty 

He arri'cd (here [in Florida] in March 
Immediately upon hiS arrival, he is found 
telling upon Arbuihnol's goods and diitribu- 
<i';g them among the Negroes and Indianti 
srUiiig upon hit vessel; and compelling lit 
master to pilot him, with a body of armcl 
negroes, towards the fort of St Marks, with 
the declared purpose of taking it by tupritei 
in the night* 

Is this narilive of dark and eomplieated 
deprtvitt; tbit creeping and insidioua war 
both against Spain and the Uni ed State*; 
this mockery of patriotism, these politicil 
.philters to fug'itive tiavea and Indian out¬ 
laws, these perfidities (i (reteheries. of vll 
Isiiit incapable of keeping tlicir faith even 
to each other, all in the name of South 
American Liberty, of Ihe rights of runaway 
n*-groei, and the wrongs of savage murder¬ 
ed—alt combined and projected to plunder 
Spain of her provinces, and to spread mat. 
tacree and devastation among tha bordera of 
the U. State*! It not all tbit sufficient to 
cool the sympathies ufhii Citholie Mtjetty's 
government; exeited by tbe execution of 
these "subjects of a power in amity with 
the king.’” The Spanish government it 
nut this day to be informed that, cruel as 
war in .its mildest forms, must be, it it, and 
iiecetiai'ily must be' doubtly cruel, when 
waged with savages; that aavigei make no 
pritonera but to torture them; that they 
give no quarter; (hat they pul to death with¬ 
out discrimination of age or tez; (hat these 
ordinary clisracteristici of Indian wtrfare 
have been applicable in tlicir most heart tick 
ening horrari, to that war, left us by Ni- 
ohollt, sthit legacy, leinitated by Woodbine, 
Arhuthnot and Ambrister, and stimulated by 
the approbation, encouragement, and the 
aid of the Spanish comroancisnt st St. Marks 
Ou examining (he priaoners, they stated 
that Edward Daniels, O. S. who wat made 
prisoner in the boil, on the 17th July, 
'’wiularreJand buritd alive," 

On ibe 24ih inst. the house of Mr. Garrett, 
residing in the upper part of this county, 
near (he boundary of Wayne county, (Geor¬ 
gia,) wa* attacked, ddring hit absence netr 
the middle of the day, by (Ids party, (of 
Indians) consisting of about fifteen, who 
shot Mrs. Garrett in two places, and then 
despatched her by atabbing and aealping. 
Her two children, one about three years tnd 
the other (wo months old, were also murder 
ed, and the eldest aealped;the house wat 
then plundered of evey article of value, and 
set on fire.” 

Letter from Peter B. Cook, (Arbuthnot'i 
clerk,) to Elixa A. Carney, at Nassau, dated 
Suwahee, ISih Jan. ISIS, giving an account 
of their operations with the Indians against 
the Ameriotns, and (heir mssiscree of Lieut 
Scott and hii parly. 

‘•There was a boat that was taken by 
the Indians, that had in it thirty men, seven 
women, and four imall children. There 
were six of the inen got clear, and one of 
the women saved, aniC all Ihe rest of them 
got killed. The children were took by the 
feg, and their brains dashed out against the 
boat.” 

If the bare recital of acenet ke these 
cannot be perused without shuddering, «b*t 
must be the agoniaed feelings of those 
whose wives and children are, from day to 
day, and from night to night, exposed <o 
be (he viotima of the lame babarityl Hat 
mercy a voieo to plead for (he perpetrators 
I ami instigators of deeds like these? Should 
Inquiry hereefler be made, why within three 


»»v»ge character by voluntarily dcseending 
to its level. It not this the dictate of com¬ 
mon sense! Is it not thf usage nf legiti¬ 
mate warfiiirl Is it Hot consonant to the 
snundeat sulhoriiief of national law! The 
jusi'fieation of these principles is found in 
their salutary efficiency, for terror and for 
example. ^ It it tlius only that the birbari* 
lies of Indians can be tucceitrully encoun¬ 
tered. It it thus only that (he worse (ban 
Indian barbarities of European imposters,

•shed and arrested Two of them offenders 
of the deepest dye, after, solemn warning to 
their government, and individually to one ef 
them, hive fallen Jfagranit delicto, into the 
hand* of an Amerirsn General; and the pun- 
ithment inftjeted upon them has fixed them 
on high at an example, awful In its exliibi* 


lion, b'll^we tm«t. autpieioue in iti retuUt, 
of that which awaits unauthoti<.cd Jtrelenders 
ofEuropesn Agency, to stimulate, and in-* 
terpose in wart between the. United States 
and the Indians, within their control. 

This exposition nf the origin, (he causes 
and the clisraoter of the war with (he Semi* 
noble Indians snd part of (he Creeks, enm* 
liinrd with MeG'tmnek patriots and Nieholl'a 
negroes, which ntteuarily led our iroopa 
into Florida, and gave rise to til those 'nel- 
dents of which Mr. I'izirro to vehemently 
complaint, will, it it hoped, enable you to 
present other and sounder views of the sub¬ 
ject to his Catholie Majeiiy’s government. 

It will enable you to show that the oecupa* 
lion of I'ensacola and St Marks was occa* 
tioned neither by a spirit of hostility to Spsii:,

hung them both without the formality i f a 
(rial: That to allow (hem every possibla 
opportunity of refuting the proofs, or ahow- 
ing any eircumtitnees in extenuation of 
tlit-ir crimes, he gave them the benefit ofa 
court mtilisi, ofliighly respertable officers. 
That the defence of one consisted, ttdely
